Reasoned statement under Article 35(2) with regard to novelty, inventive step or

1 . Reference is made to the following documents: 

D1: US-A-5 069 849 
D2: FR-A-2 259 972 

2. The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the 
subject-matter of claim 1, and shows (the references in parentheses 
applying to this document): a method of forming a joint between two 
plastics extrusions which comprises mitring the extrusions so that they 
form the desired angle to one another, removing part of the rear face of 
each extrusion, placing the mitred extrusions in a mould (10. 12) and 
injecting a resin material whereby to bond the extrusions to one another 
and produce the desired joint configuration (see column 5 line 32 - 
column 8, line 19). 

Therefore, the subject-matter of independent claim 1 does not hence not 
differ from that of the nearest prior art. 

3. Dependent claims 4, 5 and 8 do not contain any features which, in 
combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the 
requirements of the PCT in respect of novelty, because their subject- 
matter is already known from D1 (see column 5 line 32 - column 8. line 
19). 

4. The features of dependent claim 6 have already been employed for the 
same purpose in a similar method, see document D2, page 3, line 35 to 
page 4, line 23. It would therefore be obvious to the person skilled in the 
art, to apply these features with corresponding effect to a method 
according to document D1 , thereby arriving at a method according to this 
claim. 
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5. In claims 2 and 3 slight constructional changes in the method of claim 1 is 

defined which comes within the scope of the customary practice followed by 
persons skilled in the art. especially as the advantages thus achieved can 
readily be foreseen. Consequently, the subject-matter of claims 2 and 3 also 
lacks an inventive step. 



Re Item VII 

Certain defects in the international application 

6. Contrary to the requirements of Rule 5.1 (a)(ii) PCT, the relevant background 
art disclosed in the documents D1 and D2 is not mentioned in the 
description, nor are these documents identified therein.
